Tho Proposed Income Tax. 


Ttie additional income lax ns passed 


by the IIouso ninn tip to a rale of (iO 
per cent. This is a sum unheard of in 
the history of civilized society. It must 
be remembered that It was only after 
the first year of the war that Great 
Britain increased her income tax to the 
maximum of 31 per cent., and that 
even now In the fourth year of the war 
the Income tax does not exceed 42% 
per cent. 


It could easily be shown that a tax 


with rates on moderate incomes sub- 
stantially less than in Great Britain, 
and on tbe larger Incomes about as 
high, would yield only sliKhtly less than 
tlic S332.00C.OOO originally estimated in 
tho ITouse bill. 


It is to be hoped that the Senate will 


reduce the total rate on the highest In- 
comes to 34 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the same time it 
will reduce tbe rate on the smaller In- 
comes derived from personal or profes- 
sional earnings.

If the war continues we shall have to 


j depend more and more upon the 
in- 


come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now w« are not only endangering tho 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
has been abio to escape. 


Conclusion. 


The House bill contains other funda- 


mental defects which may be summed 
up urt follows:

Rules That Ar.Tiy Men Must Always 


Obey When It Is Played. 


In view of tUe fact that many per- 


sons appear doubtful as to proper ac- 
tion when "The Star Spangled Banner" 
is played the army regulations, apply- 
ing to members of the army only, are 
here presented: 


Purngraph 378.—Whenever the na- 


tional anthem is plnjed at nny place 
where persons belonging to the mili- 
tary service are present all officers and 
enlisted men not in formation shall 
stand at attention and face toward the 
mujjic, except retreat, when they sbali 
face toward the flag. If In uniform, 
covered or uncovered, or in civilian 
clothes, covered or uncovered, they 
shall salute at the first note of the nn- 
them, retaining the position of salute 
until the last note of the anthem. 


"If not iu uniform, covered, tLey 


shall uncover at the first note of the 
anthem, holding the heaodreas oppo- 
site the left shoulder, and so remain 
until Its close, except that iu inclement 
weather the headdress may be held 
slightly raised. 
. "When played by any army band 
tbe national anthem shall IKS played 
through without repetition of any part 
not required to be repeated to make It 
complete.
